The effect Is preity enough, but it seems
superfluons fp an object of ninnlum uthlity.
There s a safe In the Frenoch Department which
has a sheet of looking-glass in front—a mutter
of wast convemence to the clerks, but of very
1iuie|prm:tlcnl utiiity 1 case of fire. The inte-
rior §s subolvided Into an Infinite number of
boxes, plgeon-holes, drawers, trays, seoretl re-
cesses, ete, I can ensily imagine a poor discon-
solute $1000 bill being lost in such a maddening

# history of safes extends only over a period
of torty yewrs. There are many who still re-
member the old-tashioned “knob-vhests," as
they were oalled. They were simple wooden
boxes, covered first with thin sheet-iron, theu
banded and strapped, and the whole made fast
with large knobby nails, in imitatlon of the
rivet-heads of a boller, The wood with which
these chests were conetructed was submitted to
a chemical process, [t was saturated or soaked
in salt water or brine, and so long as the mois-
ture was retained served ns a non-con-
ductor, The tibre churred instead of igniting,
and combustion proceeded slowly. It was found,
however, in the courss ol time, that saturation
pmduce& deony, and in the lapse of a few years
the wood bocame a mass of dry rot, exceedingly
linble 1o teke fire of Its own acoord, or from the
slightest external circumstances, Something
ditferent had thorefore to be discovered. It was
specally but sccldentally found in the material
calied plaster of Par.s. The aocident was In
this wise:—A young mechanic, who had been
engazed in making monlds or casts with plaster
of Parls, having Ontshed his Ilabors, was pre-
paring to “‘wash vp” aopd go home, For this

urpose he altempred to heat some water in a

eltle wherein previously he had mixed his
plaster. Afier stirring the fire imputiently on
several oconsions he was surprived to find that
the waler did not gel warm with ite accustomed
rapidity, and a further inspection showed tnat
the kettle contained the is of his plaster
castings, Upon throwing them out the difficulty
wae immediately obviated, and the ides of the
non-conducting power of plaster of Paris was
conceived, It8 applicution us a fitling for safes
followed almost immediately, but several years
elapsed  before anything like success was
attained. The calcined pluster was of no use
as a fire-proof cement npless mixed with water,
sad the water made the interior of the safe
moist, and so mildewed and destroyed the
books and Fapm. oxidiged the irop, and laid
the foundation lor sn esrly and certain decay.
Premiums were offeréd lor dry fire-proof fillinegs
and the resnlt has been a steady and constant
improvement in lreproof ‘)rolectora when pro-
gﬂly made. Water i still an clement used in

Ilings, even when called dry dllings; but it
docs not evaporate or lose any ol its qualities
until attacked by the fire. It ia unaffected by
the heat of the atmosphere, or the temperature
ot the room in whioh it is kepl,

There is but one American safe in the Expo-
sition, but it is creating more discussion than
all the others put together, I am under the im-

resslon that it will take the prize; at all events,

% deserves the most marked eonsiferstioon.
And, indeed, Mr, Silas 0. Herring, whose honses
are situate at New York, Philudelphin, New
Orleans, aud Ohicago, is determined that it
shall have the most marked oonsideration,

Mr. Herring, 1 d scarcely add, is the manu-
facturer. hima is well known in this
branch of ind . Bo long ago as 1840 it

came prominently before the publie. In that
ieu o great trial of safes took place at Qoffee
ouse slip, foot of Wall street, New York, in
which all the leading fire.proof safes then
climbing into popularity were destroyed, save
the Balamander Safe, with which Mr, Herring
was associated. Bince then Mr. Herring has
devoted himself exclusively to the business,
The munufacture, which in the year I have
named occupled a dozen men, now gives em-
ployment to more than 300, Mr, Herring does
not think that the jury had made asufficient
examination of the various safes in the building,
and pe is, perhape, a little irritated at the effect
which mere external work seems to have on the
ublic mind, At all events he desires a farther
ext, and has mm; proposed to make an inter-
national bonfire of their safes In competition
with his own. He is willing to stake from one
to 60,000 franes on the result. This is ‘'toeing
the wark” in true Yankee fashion, but it is not
all, A suafe in these days is s protection, not
only aguinst fire, but agninst Durelars. Mr.
Herring, therefore, proposes, for a llke sum, to
suﬂeﬂt his burglar-proof safe to a test by ex-
